Recognition of Canada’s changed 
status is not confined to. the Empire 
itself ;

Penitentiary Farm’s Success 


Intensive Farming Has Been Very 
Profitable 

Included in the report of the gov- 
ernor of the Edmonton, Alberta, pen- 
itentiary to the superintendent of 
penitentiaries -is an interesting para- 
graph dealing with the farm opera- 
tions carried on vat the penitentiary,’ 
as well as its mining operations. Some 
70 acres were under cultivation dur- 
ing the past year, and were farmed 
with gratifying results.

All Conscripted Men Will Be Demo- 
bilized Before May 1 

Conscription in Great Britain is to 
be abolished at the end of March, 
according to.an announcement made 
by Winston Churchill, British Minis- 
ter of War, in the House of Com- 
mons.

ed men will be demobilized: before 
May 1 at the latest.
